The great difficulty 
lies in the fact that so many are study- 
ing law and medicine, and so few 
learning trades or becoming farmers. 
Young America is learning to despise 
agricultural and mechanical pursuits 
more heartily every year, He must be 
a ‘gentioman’ and wear a high collar, 
immense cuffs, and a cheap seal ring, 
even if he lives in an attic and boards at a 
corner lunch bar. There are thousands 
in this city and every other city who 
imagine themaclyes the special object of 
fortune's disfavor, whose only difficulty 
is that they will not work where they be- 
long. They look with jealous eyes upon 
the men who have succeeded in the 
higher walks of life, and curse fate be- 
cause they do not obtain positions for 
which they have no qualifications what.

CHAPTER L 
LETTERS, HOTS ABD LNVITATIONS.

Respect for one's scif, as woll as reapect for 
others, requires thet no letter should ever be 
carclomly written, much lew a note. Blots of 
ink, erasures and stains on the paper are 
equally inadminsibie. The handwriting should 
he divested of all fowrishes, the rules of punct- 
wation should be strictly regarded, and no cap- 
ital letters used where they are not required. 
Any abbreviations of same, rank or title, are 
considered rude; nor should aay abbreviations 
of words be induiged in, or underlining of 
words intended to be an be 
of mvaey or other numbers should be written, 
reserving the use of numeral figures for dates 
only. It sp a good custom te have the direction 
of the writer printed in simple characters at 
the top. All busiues letters should bear the 
direction and date. Upon friendiy notes, noth- 
ing beyond the day of the week is absolutely 
Recesaary 

Ne attention should ever be paid to 
anonymous letters. The writers of such, stamp 
themecives as ignoble and cowardly ; and

never te to may or write 
what i not true, when it suits 
their purpose. All statements made 


in such letters, should be regarded as false and 
inepired by envy; for there are no anonymous 
letter writers who are not both cowardly and en- 
vious. Such letters should always be consigned 
to phe flames, for they are beneath the notice 
of ladies and gentlemen. White note paper and 
envelopes are in better taste than colored. In 
families where arms are used, it should be re- 
mombered that unmarricd ladies have not the 
right to use crests or voats of arma, although 
some do so whe cannot plead ignorance as an 
excuse. Americans have the reputation of 
encering at titles, yet imitating the 
weakness avd infringing upon the rights 
of those whe bear them. It must be con- 
feesed that even in a republic the temptation to 
use armorial bearings is very strong, and the 
desire very natural. whore families possess the 
undoubted right: as when they have been 
handed down from father to son for many gen- 
erations, after having heen brought from the 
mother country cither on old silver or old seals, 
or in old Bibles; or emblazoned with casque and 
mantiing om vellum and framed, as aro fre 
quently seen in old Colonial familics. But in 
this brazen age anything can be bought with 
money, and coats of arms are often used at com- 
plete variance with personal history, and in vio- 
lation of all precedent. It is considered a misde- 
meanor, aad punished as such to infringe on a 
merchaat’s mark, aod yet the marks of nobili- 
ty are continually appropriated by ignorant 
and aspiring people, whe only bear the name of 
the family, and cannot trace the faintest line of 
their descent. The oldest European families 
prefer to use their arms without quarterings.
